The  Trustees  of  the  German  Hospital  informed  their  friends  in 
the  annual  report  for  the  year  1898,  that  there  had  been  a  considerable 
increase  of  activity  in  all  branches  of  the  Hospital,  in  comparison  with 
former  years,  this  was  no  doubt  due  to  the  war  with  Spain,  when  the 
German  Hospital  authorities  offered  their  entire  equipments  and  other 
accommodations  to  the  United  States. 

- 

That  increase  has  not  diminished,  we  can  again  report  progress, 
and  especially  was  this  the  case  in  the  surgical  department.  It  would 
not  be  doing  justice  to  those  who  contributed  so  effectfully  to  bring 
about  these  results ;  to  detail  the  work  done  we  prefer  to  leave  further 
explanation  to  the  Medical  Board. 

The  crowded  state  of  the  Hospital  for  a  long  and  continuous 
period,  has  subjected  the  administration  to  a  complete  disinfection  of 
the  entire  building,  for  the  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  year  1898  were 
of  the  typhus  fever  type,  which  is  considered  contagious.  The  entire 
Hospital  has  now  undergone  a  complete  scouring  and  painting  of  floors 
as  well  as  walls.  Very  considerable  expense  was  incurred  in  perform¬ 
ing  our  duty  towards  our  fellow-citizens,  but  it  could  not  be  covered 
by  sundry  contributions^  nor  by  the  annual  Donation  Day,  for  even  our 
own  State  reduced  our  modest  allowance  on  the  plea  of  inability.  We 
hope  for  better  assistance  in  the  near  future. 

The  abuses  in  the  Dispensaries  continue,  and  are  not  only  on  the 
increase  but  also  combined  with  insolence  and  arrogance  of  some  of 
the  applicants  for  help,  who  imagine  that  the  city  authorities  furnish 
the  means  to  support  free  dispensaries.

It  gives  us  great  satisfaction  to  report  the  founding  of  one  free  bed 
by  Charles  Smith,  in  memory  of  his  wife  Catharine  Iungerich  Smith. 

Many  thanks  are  due  to  the  managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail¬ 
road  Company  for  allowing  rebate  on  freight  for  all  the  coal  used  for 
the  German  Hospital,  and  many  thanks  to  all  those  kind  friends  who 
contributed  so  faithfully  to  the  successful  management  of  the  German 
Hospital.  • 

In  closing  the  fortieth  report  of  the  German  Hospital  we  beg  the 
kind  reader  to  examine  the  dflferent  reports,  which  will  prove  very 
interesting  and  instructive.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 


For  the  Year  1899. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  German  Hospital. 

Gentlemen: — The  Medical  Board  has  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following  as  their  report : 

During  the  year  1899  there  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Children’s  Hospital  of  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home,  3,631 
patients. 

In  addition  to  the  new  admissions,  219  patients  remained  over 
from  the  previous  year,  making  a  total  3,850  of  cases  treated.  There 
were  in  the

Great  activity  prevailed  in  the  operating  rooms,  the  total  number 
of  operations  performed  having  reached  the  large  total  of  1,099  cases. 

During  the  spring  of  1899  there  was  quite  an  extensive  epidemic 
of  typhoid  fever,  causing  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  such  cases 
usually  treated  here  and  entailing  much  extra  labor  on  the  Sisters  and 
resident  physicians.  In  the  treatment  of  typhoid  fever  the  so  called 
Brand  plan  of  treatment  has  been  continued,  which  consists  of  bathing 
the  patients  when  their  temperature  reaches  a  certain  height,  in  cool

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water.  The  results  are  so  good  and  the  comfort  of  the  patients  is  so  , 
much  increased  by  this  method  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  treat¬ 
ment  will  become  more  and  more  popular. 

The  safety  of  the  patients  against  the  danger  of  fire  was  still  more 
enhanced  by  the  construction  of  a  most  complete  fire-escape.  Its 
dimensions  are  so  large  and  the  stairs  so  wide,  that  removal  of  even 
helpless  patients  would  be  comparatively  easy.  Besides  this  the  whole 
hospital  was  equipped  with  chemical  fire  extinguishers.  All  this, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  no  gas,  but  electricity  only,  is  used  for  light¬ 
ing  purposes,  reduces  the  danger  of  fire  to  a  minimum. 

During  the  summer  we  were  much  alarmed  by  the  grave  illness 
of  Mr.  John  D.  Lankenau,  and  are  indeed  grateful  that  his  restoration 
to  health  seems  complete. 

The  detailed  reports  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Hospital 
show  what  an  amount  of  work  is  being  done  in  this  institution. 

The  labors  of  the  Registrar,  Dr.  A.  D.  Whiting,  are  very  arduous 
and  have  resulted  in  a  most  systematic  arrangement  of  the  records  for 
future  references. 

The  Pathological  Department,  under  Dr.  A.  0.  J.  Kelly  and  two 
resident  physicians,  has  done  most  excellent  and  extensive  work,  which 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  Hospital  and  on  the  forethought  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  establishing  so  complete  a  pathological  institute. 

The  Drug  Department  shared  in  the  general  increase  of  work  in 
the  Hospital.  The  plant  for  manufacturing  mineral  waters  has  been 
improved;  2,476  syphons  of  mineral  water  and  1,654  one-liter  bottles  of 
aerated  water  were  manufactured.  In  consequence  the  Hospital  has 
saved  considerable  money  and  the  patients  have  had  an  ample  supply 
of  purest  aerated  waters. 

In  the  X-ray  Laboratory  many  excellent  radiographs  were  taken 
by  Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert.  These  pictures  are  not  only  of  scientific  inter¬ 
est  but  of  the  most  pronounced  practical  utility. 

The  Department  for  Scientific  Hydrotherapy  has  been  kept  very 
busy  during  the  last  year  and  the  results  obtained  have  been  very  grati¬ 
fying.  Some  cases  which  resisted  all  other  treatment  have  been  much 
improved,  others  cured.  We  may  mention  cases  of  inveterate  syphilis, 
severe  hysteria,  chlorosis  and  anaemia,  rheumatism  with  its  numerous 
subdivisions  and  complicatious,  neurasthenia,  uric- acid  diathesis,  gout 
and  diabetes.  The  number  of  cases  treated  was  199,  and  these  patients 
received  1,294  baths.  This  department,  which  occupies  a  suite  of 
several  large  rooms  in  the  hospital  laundry  building,  is  fitted  up  with 
the  most  modern  apparatus  for  the  application  of  water  in  all  its  vari-

This  hospital  was  the 
first  in  Philadelphia  to  establish  such  a  hydrotherapeutic  department 
and  has  been  imitated  by  several  other  hospitals,  and  deserves  to  be 
more  widely  known  to  the  medical  profession  and  the  public. 

The  resident  physicians  and  the  Sisters  had  to  work  extremely 
hard.  They  performed  their  duty  nobly,  and  we  take  this  opportunity 
to  especially  draw  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  their  devoted  service. 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  render  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  courte¬ 
ous  and  liberal  treatment  accorded  us  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  under 
the  generous  leadership  of  President  John  D.  Lankenau.

THE  DRUG  DEPARTMENT, 


The  quarters  allotted  to  the  Drug  Department  of  the  German 
Hospital  consist  of  a  suite  of  five  rooms,  situated  in  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  basement,  in  the  new  John  D.  Lankenau  Extension. 

They  are  divided  into  : 

A  dispensing  room,  where,  the  numerous  prescriptions  for  the  hos¬ 
pital  as  well  as  for  the  Out-patient  Department  are  compounded. 

A  laboratory,  very  completely  fitted  out  with  all  the  apparatus 
necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  the  various  galenical  preparations, 
as  well  as  for  testing  chemicals  and  raw  materials. 

A  store-room  for  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  crude  drugs; 
another  used  for  the  storage  of  glassware,  ointments  and  heavy  chem¬ 
icals  ;  and  a  separate  room  reserved  for  the  production  of  mineral  and 
distilled  water,  and  antiseptic  solutions  used  in  the  surgical  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  hospital.  This  room  also  contains  a  new  and  very  com¬ 
plete  apparatus,  for  the  manufacture  of  all  kinds  of  aerated  waters. 
The  appliances  necessary  for  bottling  the  highly  charged  waters  are 
very  practical,  and  have  arrangements  for  safety  so  that  no  explosions 
can  occur.  The  expenses  for  mineral  waters  were  quite  an  item  and 
are  now  much  reduced.  But  more  than  that,  the  quality  of  the  various 
medicinal  mineral  waters  produced  here  is  much  superior  to  that 
obtained  elsewhere. 

The  dispensary,  laboratory,  and  store-rooms  are  fitted  out  with  neat 
hardwood  fixtures.  They  have  been  carefully  planned,  and  in  actual 
practice  have  proven  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  the  work,  the  con¬ 
venient  arrangement  of  the  stock  materially  aiding  in  the  rapid  dis¬ 
pensing  of  medicines. 

The  Laboratory  occupies  the  centre  of  the  suite  of  rooms,  and  it  is 
here  that  the  various  pharmaceutical  processes  necessary  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  tinctures,  fluid  extracts,  pills,  triturates,  suppositories  and 
other  galencial  preparations  are  carried  on.  This  room  is  well  fitted 
out  with  all  the  apparatus  necessary  for  making  the  various  prepara¬ 
tions  on  a  large  scale. 

Some  years  ago,  following  a  suggestion  of  the  Medical  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  German  Hospital,  the  metric  system  of  weights  and  meas¬ 
ures  was  introduced,  and  since  then  has  been  used  exclusively  both  in 
the  making  and  dispensing  of  all  medicinal  preparations,  thus  avoid- 
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ing,  to  an  extent  at  least,  the  anomalous  condition  of  affairs  existing 
in  most  drugstores,  of  buying  supplies  by  one  system  of  weights  and 
measures,  making  their  preparations  by  a  second,  and  dispensing  these 
by  a  third. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  work  done  in  this  depart¬ 
ment. 

For  the  Out-patient  Department  there  were  14,272  prescriptions ; 
5,099,  or  more  than  35  per  cent,  of  the  total,  were  furnished  free,  to 
indigent  patients,  while  for  the  remaining  9,173  a  nominal  charge  was 
made.  The  hospital  proper  was  furnished  with  37,862  parcels  and  the 
Children’s  Hospital  with  1,399,  making  a  total  of  53,533  prescriptions 
and  renewals  furnished  by  this  department  for  the  year  1899. 

In  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  there  were  manufactured  during 
the  same  [period  :  224,250  pills,  156,000  cc.  liniments,  8,600  supposi¬ 
tories,  200,000  cc.  syrups,  174,000  cc.  tinctures,  140,000  cc.  elixirs, 
27,500  cc.  fluid  extracts,  312,500  gms.  ointments  ,  113,000  cc.  officinal 
mixtures,  320,000  cc.  oil  emulsions,  300,000  cc.  officinal  solutions, 
83,000  gms.  sapo  mollis,  867,500  cc.  hospital  mixtures.  There  were 
also  filled  2,476  syphons  of  mineral  water  and  1,654  one-liter  bottles  of 
aerated  waters. 

THE  PATHOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE* 

The  new  Pathological  Institute,  erected  in  1897,  through  the  munifi¬ 
cence  of  Mr.  John  D.  Lankenau,  is  an  isolated  building,  situated  about 
the  centre  of  the  hospital  grounds.  It  is  a  three  story  brown  stone 
building  surmounted  by  a  copper  tile  roof.  It  comprises  : 

(1)  The  Laboratory  of  Clinical  Pathology; 

(2)  The  Laboratory  of  Pathological  Anatomy  ; 

(3)  The  Laboratory  of  Bacteriology  ; 

(4)  The  Museum. 

The  Laboratory  of  Clinical  Pathology  is  situated  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Institute  and  has  been  fitted  up  in  a  most  substantial  and  prac¬ 
tical  manner.  The  apparatus,  appliances,  chemicals,  etc.,  necessary 
for  the  thorough  examination  and  scientific  investigation  of  the  urine, 
sputum,  blood,  and  the  various  secretions  and  excretions,  are  very 
complete.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  urine  examinations 
aggregated  6,171.  Many  of  these  were  the  ordinary  examination, 
such  as  is  practised  of  the  urine  of  all  patients  entering  the  hospital. 
About  one  half  of  them,  however,  comprised,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
chemical  examination,  a  careful  microscopical  investigation,  while  not 
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a  few  of  them  consisted  of  very  detailed  and  delicate  examinations, 
such  as  the  determination  of  the  presence  or  absence  of  lead,  various 
microorganisms,  etc.  The  number  of  sputum  examinations  aggre¬ 
gated  340.  The  majority  of  these  were  for  the  determination  of  the 
presence  or  absence  of  tbe  tubercle  bacillus  in  suspected  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis.  Others  had  for  their  object  the  detection  of  various  crystals, 
shreds  of  tissue,  pathological  new-formations,  other  microorganisms,  etc 
The  number  of  blood-examinations  aggregated  602.  Of  these  364  were 
ordinary  blood  examinations,  which  comprise  the  determination  of 
the  percentage  of  hemaglobin  and  the  number  of  erythrocytes  and 
leukocytes  in  a  cubic  millimeter  of  blood.  Ninety-nine  of  them,  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing,  included  a  differential  count  of  the  leuko¬ 
cytes.  One  hundred  and  nine  were  for  the  determination  of  the  pres¬ 
ence  or  absence  of  the  hematozoon  of  malaria. 

The  Laboratory  of  Pathological  Anatomy  naturally  includes  the 
room  for  the  study  of  gross  morbid  anatomy  and  that  for  the  study 
of  pathological  histology.  The  former  is  situated  on  the  first  floor, 
the  latter,  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Institute.  During  the  past  year 
the  number  of  necropsies  performed  was  66.  The  number  of  specimens 
removed  by  operation  that  were  examined  was  463.  Microscopical 
specimens  were  made  of  all  the  diseased  tissues  and  organs,  and  these 
carefully  preserved,  not  alone  in  the  interests  of  sciense,  but  also  to 
facilitate  their  future  study  by  those  having  the  welfare  of  the  sick 
and  diseased  at  heart.  In  appropriate  cases,  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  were  made  of  diseased  organs  removed  at  necropsy  or  operation. 

The  Laboratory  of  Bacteriology  is  situated  on  the  second  floor  ot 
the  Institute.  All  the  complicated  apparatus  requisite  for  the  study 
and  investigation  of  the  various  microorganisms  that  threaten  human 
life  is  at  hand.  During  the  past  year  the  number  of  cases  examined 
bacteriologically  was  756.  This  number  does  not  adequately  express 
the  amount  of  work  performed,  as  many  examinations  classed  as  a 
single  one,  because  each  refers  to  an  individual  case,  necessitated 
twenty,  thirty,  or  more  examinations.  Of  the  total  examinations,  386 
were  for  the  Gruber-Widal  reaction  in  suspected  cases  of  enteric  fever. 
The  remainder  included  the  bacteriological  examination  of  pus,  various 
exudates,  secretions,  excretions,  water,  air,  suture  materials,  surgical 
dressings,  the  hands,  gowns,  and  gloves  of  the  surgeons,  surgical 
assistants,  nurses,  etc. 

The  Museum  is  situated  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Institute.  During 
the  past  year  it  has  been  rendered  more  extensive  and  complete  by 
the  addition  of  a  considerable  number  of  highly  interesting  specimens. 
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Opportunity  is  thus  afforded  in  the  Institute  for  the  macroscopic  and 
microscopic  study  of  disease. 

The  system  of  keeping  the  records  of  the  Institute  inaugurated  in 
1898,  is  still  continued  aud  has  proved  eminently  satisfactory.  Dupli¬ 
cate  records  are  made  of  all  examinations,  with  the  single  exception 
of  the  examinations  of  the  urine.  Of  the  latter,  a  single  record  only 
is  generally  made,  and  this  is  transmitted  to  the  proper  resident  phy¬ 
sician  to  be  filed  with  the  case  history.  Of  the  duplicate  records  made 
of  all  the  other  examinations,  one  is  transmitted  to  the  proper  resident 
physician  to  be  filed  with  the  case  history ;  the  other  is  kept  in  the 
laboratory.  The  latter  are  properly  numbered,  arranged,  and  filed, 
and  may  be  consulted  with  facility  at  any  time.  The  microscopical 
preparations  and  museum  specimens  are  also  being  indexed  and  cata¬ 
logued.  The  completed  indexes  and  the  system  of  cross-references 
will  thus  insure  the  ready  discovery  of  the  record  of  any  examination 
that  may  have  been  made  in  the  Institute,  as  well  as  the  preparations 
and  specimens  belonging  to  each  case. 

THE  LABORATORIES  FOR  PHOTOGRAPHY  AND 

RADIOGRAPHY. 

Very  convenient  quarters  are  fitted  up  for  this  purpose,  on  the 
sixth  floor;  they  consist  of  a  suite  of  three  rooms  at  the  head  of  the 
main  stairway,  convenient  to  the  elevator,  and  are  divided  into : 

A  photographic  room  with  northern  exposure,  thus  insuring  good, 
soft  light  without  undesirable  sunlight. 

A  radiographic  operating  room,  with  two  induction  coils,  operated 
directly  from  the  110  volt  circuit. 

A  large  and  commodious  developing  room,  also  used  as  a  store¬ 
room  for  the  large  and  rapidly  growing  collection  of  negatives  and 
prints. 

The  system  of  cataloguing  and  preserving  radiograph  negatives, 
introduced  several  years  ago,  has  proven  to  be  thoroughly  satisfactory, 
materially  enhancing  the  value  of  our  collection. 

During  1899  there  were  made  in  this  department  63  negatives  of 
pathological  conditions. 

During  the  same  period  a  total  of  1,022  radiographic  negatives 
were  made,  the  total  number  of  patients  being  701,  a  marked  increase 
both  in  number  of  patients,  as  well  as  in  radiographs,  over  the 
preceding  year.

THE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  SCIENTIFIC  HYDRO¬ 
THERAPY* 

A  suite  of  several  large  rooms  in  the  Hospital  Laundry  Building  is 
fitted  up  with  the  most  modern  apparatus  for  the  application  of  water 
in  all  its  various  forms  for  the  treatment  of  a  large  and  varied  class 
of  diseases.  The  number  of  cases  treated  is  199,  and  these  patients 
received  1294  baths. 

Hot-air  baths  are  also  given.  Massage  is  practised  in  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  cases. 

The  results  obtained  have  been  very  gratifying.  Some  cases  which 
resisted  all  other  treatment  have  been  much  improved,  others  cured. 
We  may  mention  cases  of  in  veterate  syphilis,  severe  hysteria,  chlorosis, 
and  anaemia,  rheumatism,  with  its  numerous  subdivisions  and  compli¬ 
cations,  neurasthenia,  uric-acid  diathesis,  gout,  and  diabetes. 

These  baths  are  given  to  the  patients  of  the  Hospital,  but  also  to 
patients  who  are  sent  there  by  their  own  physicians.  If  the  beneficial 
effects  of  this  mode  of  treatment  were  better  known,  the  splendid  pro¬ 
visions  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  benefit  a  much  larger 
number  of  sufferers. 


THE  MEDICAL  LIBRARY* 


The  Library  of  the  Hospital  is  more  complete  and  useful  than  ever. 
During  the  last  year,  the  many  volumes  that  have  been  added  to  the 
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shelves  have  aided  greatly  in  that  scientific  research  for  which  the 
Hospital  is  becoming  so  justly  famed.  As  the  books  are  arranged 
according  to  subjects,  and  catalogued  after  the  Boston  Library  plan, 
it  is  a  simple  matter  to  look  up  any  work,  either  by  the  title  of  the 
volume,  or  by  the  name  of  the  author.
